Collazo is to land tho 
expedition at some point in the province 
of Puerto Principe, where forces col­ 
lected by Gomez and Marti will co-ope­ 
rate. 


SPANISH .MINISTER PROTESTS. 


Calls the Attention of Oar Government 
to Filibustering Expeditions. 
W ashington, June 7.—Mr. De Lome, 
the Spanish m inister to the United 
States, has called the attention of the 
state departm ent to allegations that 
filibustering expeditions against Span­ 
ish authority in Cuba are being fitted 
out in the bayous of the Lower Missis 
Sippi river. 
He also says armed citi­ 
zens of some of the southern states 
often parade with arms, w ith a view 
to joining some of these outgoing expe­ 
ditions, or at least to give active en­ 
couragem ent to the Cuban 
insurrec­ 
tionists. 
It is believed a t the depart­ 
m ent there is little truth in the reports 
•which reach here from the South of the 
fitting 
out 
of 
warlike 
expeditions 
against Cuba. 
Spanish officials here are keeping 
close w atch on several supposed expe­ 
ditionary movements for the purpose of 
furnishing inform ation on which to re­ 
quest action by the United States gov­ 
ernm ent. One of the expeditions is be­ 
lieved to have started from Philadel­ 
phia. 
The suspected ships, it is said, 
are the George Childs and Bridgeport. 
The Spanish officials connect the move­ 
m ents of these ships with suspicious 
operations at Dauphin and Cat Island, 
on the mouth of the Mississippi.

The German gunboat Itlls fired on 
the Chinese forts at Hobe, presumably 
because a m erchant steam er with Tang, 
the former president of the so-called 
republic of Formosa, on board, with a 
number of refugee Chinese soldiers, was 
not allowed to leave. 
The forts were 
silenced by the fire of the gunboat and 
the native gunners fled.

Spanish Ministry Alarmed.

on the money question.

istration on one side, backed by a 
large element of conservative demo­ 
crats, is confronted, w ith an enthusi­ 
astic elem ent, determined a t all haz­ 
ards to commit

coinage on a 16 to I basis, independ­ 
en t of intsrnational agreem ent. 
T hat 
th e two factions can unite on common 
ground, does not seem probable, and 
yet the party is very elastic and noted 
for loyalty. 
The National Silver convention, rec­ 
ommended by the Illinois meeting, 
w ill 
doubtless be called and 
the 
strength of the free silver contingency 
can then be determined. 
T hat the 
people’s party can be brought into 
th e democratic camp by recognition 
of th e free silver issue, is already ap­ 
parent, and with defeat staring the 
party 
in 
the 
face 
it 
is 
reasonable to suppose th a t strenuous 
efforts will be made to capture any­ 
thing th a t is politically loose. 
Under 
th e circumstances, 
the republican 
party can well afford to aw ait devel­ 
opm ents. 
Aside 
from 
the 
Pacific 
states where personal gain enters 
largely into the issue, republicans are 
u n ited on the” money question. 
One 
o r tw o planks in the platform of the 
K entucky republican state convention, 
expresses the popular sentim ent of the 
party a t large. 
"W e are opposed to the free and un­ 
lim ited coinage of silver, believing 
th a t it would involve the country in 
financial ruin. 
We believe in a sound 
currency and in the .use of both gold 
and silver for coinage, provided al­ 
w ays th a t a dollar in one is made 
principally as valuable as a dollar in 
th e other. 
“ We favor a tariff so regulated as to 
protect th e interests of all classes of 
our citizens upon articles th a t may be 
successfully 
m anufactured 
or pro­ 
duced in this country thus, assuring 
good w ages to the laborer and a home 
m arket to the producer. 
In connec­ 
tion w ith this we favor the reestab­ 
lishm ent of the doctrine of reciprocity. 
We believe th a t such a system will 
defray every governm ental expense, 
gradually liquidate all indebtedness, 
restore public confidence and relegate 
to the rear the undue excitem ent now 
prevailing 
concerning 
the 
cur- 
T3ncy. 
In 
view 
of 
the 
p ast financial history of the demo­ 
cratic party, its devotion to the old 
state bank system and wild cat ten ­ 
dencies, we affirm th a t the republican 
party can be more safely trusted to 
regulate the financial system of the 
nation. 
We favor an American policy which 
w ill protect Americans and American 
interests in any part of the world.” 
This is republican doctrine of the 
rig h t sort, and expresses a sentim ent, 
founded on principle, th a t will be in­ 
corporated in every platform , state or 
national, th a t will be adopted during 
th e next tw o years. 
A single plank 
from the platform of the democratic 
Illinois convention will be w orth read­ 
in g in comparison: 
•*Resolved, 
By the 
democrats of 
Illinois in convention assembled, that 
we are in favor of the use of both 
gold and silver as the standard money 
of the United states a rd demand the 
free and unlimited coinage of both 
m etals a t the ratio of 16 to I without 
w aiting for the action of any other 
nation; and such coins shall be a legal 
tender for all debts, both public and 
private and th at all contracts here­ 
after executed for the paym ent of 
money w hether in gold, silver or coin 
may be discharged by any money 
which is by law legal tender.” 
If President Cleveland and his ad­ 
m irers, can harmonize the democratic 
p arty , w ith such confusion staring 
them in the face, they are better poli­ 
ticians, than their record w arrants.
